New Conditions in the River. 
Tue time has not come when Chicago must 
choose between pure water and navigation, she ean 
have both. There is work to be done in the Chi- 
cago River to help navigation, widening in many 
places now provided for by United States govern- 
ment plans, and in others not yet covered by those 
plans, will go far toward removing troubles which 
now exist: on the other hand, navigation interests 
must help themselves, old, still-water methods 
will no longer apply; tug and vessel men must 
wake up to the new conditions and use their re- 
sourceful minds to do successfully in the Chicago 
River what is done in other streams whose cur- 
rents reach five or six miles an hour.

Ice Gorge at Joliet. 

When the flow of the canal was shut off 
on account of the accident to the Amazonas 
last weék considerable ice formed in the 
channel above Joliet. Yesterday another 
gorge formed which backed the water up 
over the Figin, Joliet. and Eastern railroad 
tracks at the Phoenix horseshoe works to 
a depth of fourteen inches.. The flow at the 
controlling works was cut down to 110,000 
cubic féet, and the water fell ten inches. 
This was noticeable in the Chicago River last 
The. big steel steamer Selwyn Eddy has 
been gaging the slip at Sixteenth street 
from ours E elevator. It wil} be 
towed out this morning, but on account of 
the reduction in the current it is not thought 
any trouble will be experienced. The Eddy 
is the largest boat that has been, handled 
since the current first. started, and some 
doubts. were expressed as to the ability of 
tugs to control it when leaving the slip. 

A. great accumulation of ice has formed at 
the Sixty-eighth street crib and stopped up 
the north intake. The ice is forty feet deep, 
and the cakes have been tightly packed by 
the wind and sea. There is no curtailment of 
supply at the pumping station, as the other 
intukes are adequate. Crib Engineer Paul 
Brown thinks there is no danger to the crib 
to be feared. At the old two-mile orib the 
ice has formed inside of the breakwater, and 
men are busy removing it with tackles. A 
tug has been kept at work breaking the ice 
with the current from its wheel. With the 
advent of warmer weather, it is believed all 
danger of stoppage will be averted.

One cannot help being somewhat amused 
at the pathetic appeal of the Turkish envoy 
to the United States that the American pub- 
lic should cease to occupy itself about his 
domestic affairs. Of course, the attention 
lavished by the press upon the women of his 
household must have proved a great shock 
to him. For in Mohammedan countries it is 
considered a downright insult to ask a man 
after his wife in either the singular or plural 
sense. But still at the same time the envoy, 
who has already served as secretary of the 
Ottoman Embassy in London before coming 
to this country, must have known to what he 
exposed himself from the moment that he 
brought not only his wife and sister-in-law 
but likewise their—well, let us call it cham- 
berlain —to the United. States. 

It is the first time on record that the domes- 
tic arrangements of the Orient have been 
transplanted to the Western hemisphere, 
and I confess that, although I have enjoyed 
the personal acquaintance of Turkish Am- 
bassadors in London, Berlin, Vienna, and 
Rome, I have never known any one of them 
go to the length of setting up a seraglio as 
part and parcel of their dipiomatic establish- 
ments. When I use the word seraglio 1 do 
not mean it in the sense indicating a plural- 
ity of wives. 

The Sublime Porte, realizing that these 
features of Oriental life are diametrically 
opposed to Western ideas, makes a point of 
confiding the representation of its diplomatic 
interests abroad either to Christians in its 
employ—a case in point being the present 
Ottoman Ambassador in London, Costaki

These charges have been under investiga- 
tion. at the Navy department, with the im- 
mediate result that Secretary Long has de- 
cided to require a longer period during which 
bids will be.invited. Most of the supplies 
purchased through the naval pay offices are 
emergency cases, where there is not enough 
time to formally invite bids by public adver- 
tisement. 

Another charge made is that the lack of 
open competition has served to favor the 
firms who do bid and enable the latter to ask 
high prices. An instance cited is that of 
the purchase of a lot of books for the use 
of’ the navy. A publishing house in New 
York furnished the volumes at the rate of 
$15, and it developed upon inquiry that the 
books could be bought in open market for 
less than $2 each. This allegation is now 
under investigation. *

EXPLAINS HIS PART IN ATTEMPT To 
DOWN SENATOR CLARK. 


— 


| Contributes Little te the Recora of 


Facts and Denies All Allegations 
That Implicate Himself or Friends 
im Bribery Proceedings—His Money 
Aiding in the Senate Case—Figures 
of Expenditures in Montana Pol. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—Marcus Daly, 
the millionaire miner of Montana, was the 
principal witness before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections today. 
He was on the stand for two hours, and at 
the expiration of this time was excused on 
the plea that he was not well and that the 
questioning process fatigued him. Mr. Daly 
confessed that he had contributed $20,000 cr 
$25,000 to the prosecution of this case, bu 
asserted that he had not entered into an 
conspiracy before Mr. Clark's election to 
injure him: He had not contributed any of 
the $30,000 used in the Whiteside exposure. 
In conclusion he tendered his checks and 
check books for the last five years for the 
inspection of the committee. Mr. Clark 
listened attentively to Mr. Daly’s testimony. 

Mr. Daly said he first contributed to the 
campaign when it was organized to the ex- 
tent of $4,500, later to the extent of $2,500, 
also $500 in Deer Lodge County and $250 on 
various other occasions. He had never, he 
said, sought to compel miners employed by 
him to vote according to his sentiments. 
As to,Whiteside, he said he had given him 
nothing for the purpose of defeating Mr. 
Clark, and during the session of the Legis- 
lature had never given money toward the 
defeat of Mr. Clark. 


“Denies Corbett Statement. 


Regarding the conversation with Mr. cor- 


bett in the Hotel Netherlands he said he 
told Corbett he did not think Clark would 
seriously urge his candidacy for the Sen- 
ate, as he could not be elected. Mr. Daly 
denied he had used the language attributed 
to him by Corbett, that if Clark’s name 
made its appearance you will hear some- 
thing drop.“ ‘ 

Mr. Daly was asked as to the $30,000 which 
is on deposit with the committee and is al- 
leged to have been bribe money. He said 
he knew nothing about this money and had 
nothing to do with advancing it, as had been 
intimated. He also specifically denied the 
statement of a former witness that Daly 
had told him every man who supported 


Clark would be denounced as a boodler and } 


bribe-taker. He went on to say that after 
Mr. Clark’s nomination he (Clark) had 
charged that he was the subject of a “ con- 
spiracy,”’ and, as Mr. Clark courted an in- 
vestigation, Mr. Daly said he concluded to 
2 the matter to be thoroughly investi- 
gated. 

To questions by Mr. Hoar Mr. Daly said 
the $7,750 which he had contributed was 
given to the campaign committee from time 
to time in response to circulars stating its 
n and was for the usual campaign ex- 
penses. It had nothing to do with the Sen- 
ate Contest. 

Mr. Daly said Mr. Campbell, Mr. White- 
side, and several other members of the State 
committee were those who joined him in 
agreeing to prosecute this case. There was 
to be a contribution to cover expenses, for 
hiring lawyers; expenses of witnesses, etc. 
He had contributed between $20,000 and $25,- 
000. He explained that this was used for 
the expenses of the prosecution. It was 
paid over to Mr. Campbell. Mr. Campbell 
stated to the committee that when he took 
the stand he would give full details of this 


matter. 
Was No Fraud at Primaries. 


Mr. Faulkner then directed the cross-ex- 
amination. When asked if he knew that 
Mr. Clark became a candidate because of 
fraudulent primaries Mr. Daly said this 


could not be the case, as the primaries were 


not fraudulent and were not so attacked 
until Mr. Clark had been defeated at one of 
the county conventions. 


Mr. Daly said his secretary had made the 


advances to prosecute this case. He him- 
self was sick, so that after being present at 


the conference when the agreement to con- 


tribute was made he told his secretary to 
advance the sums to Mr. Campbell as it be- 
came necessary. He did not place a limit on 
the advances. He had kept no personal ac- 
count of it, but three or four days ago he 
telegraphed from New York to the book- 
keeper at Anaconda and learned that the 
amount was $20,000 to $25,000. He said his 
promise to contribute was after Mr. Clark 
had accused him and others of a villainous 


conspiracy.”’ 


No Hostility to Senator Clark. 
“I have not the slightest personal feeling 


against Mr. Clark or the members of his 


family,’’ declared Mr. Daly, and any state- 
ment of that kind is a villainous lie.“ : 

Members of the committee suggested that 
no testimony had been given that Mr. Daly 
was unfriendly to Mr. Clark’s family. 

But I am dealing with that chap's ques- 
tlons,“ answered Mr. Daly, amid a roar at 
3 designation of Mr. Faulkner as that 

Mr. Daly declared that he knew nothing 
of any telegram to State Senator Cullen be- 
fore the meeting of the Legislature, telling 
him (Cullen) that he (Daly) would be on the 
train the next day. Cullen was thén a-con- 


ductor on the Northern Pacific railroad, and 


Mr. Daly said it was not probable that he 
would have discussed the Senatorial ques- 


tion with him. 


Mr. Daly also denied authorizing the send- 
ing of Pat Conlan to Flathead County dur- 
ing the State campaign. He also asserted 
that he knew of no money being spent in 
the Legislature for the passage of House 
bill No. 124. 

“I wish you would go into that,“ he 
added. Neither the Anaconda company 
nor the Amalgamated Copper company sup- 
plied a cent for that purpose. I believe that 
Mr. Clark and his friends contributed as 
much as any one to the passage of that 
bill, as they were equally interested, but that 
they contributed money I do not know. 
do know that I contributed none, and 
that none was contributed for me. My 
instruction was not te use any money for 
that purpose. The bills were in the interest 
of the mining industry. I told our friends to 
stand up and be counted, but that I would 
spend no money in that direction.“ 


Expenses of Capital Fight. 

Mr. Daly said he thought Mr. Toole's estl- 
mate of the amount of money expended in 
behalf of Anaconda in the capital contest 
in 1894 was about right. He had not handled 
the money, but he did not believe the amount 
exceeded $350,000. The companies which 
might be described as subsidiary to the Ana- 
conda company had given $200,000. 

Continuing the discussion of the capital 
contest, Mr. Daly said that unquestionably 
some money was sent to Missoula County to 
influence the result, but he was sure that 
no such sum as $55,000 had been sent there 
in Anaconda’s interest. He also denied that 
he had promised the people of Missoula to 
build a railroad in Missoula County. 

The witness declared that he had support- 
ed the Democratic ticket in 1894, and that he 
had not advocated the election of Lee Man- 
tle for the Senate. N

Declares Governor Was Without Pow- 


er to Appoint—Tiliman aud Spooner. 

‘Engage in Lively Discussion Over

Washington, D. C., Feb. Formal dis- 
ousslon ot the right of former Senator Quay 
(o a seat in the Senate as a member from 
Pénnsylvania was begun today by Mr. Tur- 
ley [Tenn.]., He presented a constitutional 
artument against the seating of Mr. Quay, 
which was given close attention by his col- 
jeagues. He will conclude his speech tomor- 
row. 

Consideration of the Hawalian government 
bill brought out a lively discussion between 
Mr. Tillman IS. C.] and Mr. Spooner [ Wis.], 
in which the former admitted that ballot 
boxes had been stuffed and negroes dad 
been shot in the South to maintain white 
domination, An amendment was made to 
the bill, striking out the property qualifica- 
tion of voters for members of the Lesisia- 


) ture, but little other progress was made. 


Opposes Seating of qua. 

Mr. Turley pre the majority report 
of the committee on the resolution and spoke 
in opposition to the seating of Mr. Quay. 
In opening his argument he said no case 
exactly similar to the present one was ever, 
before the Senate. He said: 

“If there ever was a case in which t 
Governor of a State was, under the consti- 
tution, without power to fill the vacancy it 
is this one. The action of the Governor was 
in the teeth of every provision of the con- 
stitution bearing upon the subject. a 

He pointed out that the vacancy hed oc- 
curred during a session of the Legislature. 
The Legislature remained in session some 
time after the vacancy existed, yet it had 
failed to fill the vacancy, and immediately 
upon the adjournment of the Legislature 
the Governor had appointed Mr, Quay. 

Mr. Turley then entered on a technical 


tion bearing on the vacancies in the Senate, 
and, concluding this branch of his speech, 


I say that it were better for us to have 
many vacant seats in this Senate than that 
we should have these disgraceful contests 
‘that are now becoming so common. Far 
better for the welfare of the country and 
the safety of the republic that every State 
be notified, im language that cannot be mis- 
taken, that its permanent representation in 
this body shall depend upon its selecting a 
Legislature that. will do its duty.“ 

Mr. Turley said in reply to questions: In 
not one single instance in seventy-five years 
has a Senator been admitted here who was 
appointed by the State executive after the 
Legislature had had an opportunity to elect, 
and never in the history of the government 
has a candidate been seated when the va- 
cancy occurred during the session of the 
Legislature.” 


Take Up Hawalian Bill. 

At 2 o’clock the Hawaiian bill was taken 

up. Mr. Cullom offered several minor 
amendments, and one striking out the prop- 
erty qualifications clause of those who de- 
‘sired to vote for Representatives and Sen- 
ators in the Hawalian Legislature. Mr. 
Tillman argued that his amendment substi- 
tuting the suffrage provisions of the consti- 
‘tution of South Carolina was in all senses a 
better provision than that offered by the 
committee reporting the bill. 
Mr. Tillman said: ‘*‘ The people of South 
Carolina in their constitution have done their 
level best to prevent the ‘ niggers’ from 
‘voting. What I now ask you to dois to give 
the Kanakas and Portuguese of the Ha- 
wallan Islands the same power of suffrage 
as we in South Carolina have given the 

In reply to a question of Mr. Spooner, Mr. 
Tillman said that the $200 property qualifica- 
«tion had been put into the South Carolina 
constitution for the benefit of the negro. 

In a brief speech Mr. Spooner, deprecated 
a’ discussion at this time of the racial ques- 
tion, which had been precipitated by Mr. 
Tillman. 
Mr. Tillman replied that his only reason 
for rehabilitating the bloody shirt before 
it was finally and irrevocably laid to rest 
was that he wanted the position of the 
Southern people to be understood. He was 
tired of the taunts and sneers at the South- 


ern people. After declaring that in every 
Southern State except South Carolina the 


„ niggers” held the balance of power, he 
added: As such they stand there asamr - 
ace to a pure suffrage and to good gove. n 
ment, because they a™ a purchasable quan-, 
tity, educated or uneducated.

Leaning over toward Mr. Spooner, and 
shaking his finger at the Wisconsin Senator, 
Mr. Tillman said:

Amendments Are Adopted. 

The amendment offered by Mr. Cullom was 
finally adopted. So, too, was the amendment 
‘of Mr. Platt [Conn. J. which has been pend- 
ing for several days, relating to the appoint- 
ment and tenure of the offices of the Judges 
of the Hawaiian courts. After the bill had 
been further amended Mr. Butler [N. C.] 
offered an amendment restoring to Hawali 
the postal savings bank system. 

The amendment was supported by Mr. 
Butler and Mr. Mason [Ill.], the latter de- 
claring this was the only civilized country 
in the world which did not receive loans 
from the poor people of the conntry—the 
only government which was absolutely 
dominated by the banks. 

Without concluding the discussion of the 
amendment the Senate went into executive 
session, and at 5:15 p. m. adjourned.
